W ashington, Feb. 18.—<U.P> — Presi­ 
dent Hoover appealed to congressional 
republican leaders at a White House 
breakfast conference today to speed 
up the tariff bill for the sake of busi­ 
ness stability, but senate leaders told 
him there la nothing they can do to 
hasten action. 
They expressed the hope, however, 
that the senate will complete action 
on the measure by March IO, and 
thus help clear up the jam which la 
threatening the rest of the adminis­ 
tration legislative program. The presi­ 
dent emphasised that delay 
In

tariff ta causing business uncertainty. 
Hen. Watson, Indiana, 
republican 
floor leader, said the breakfast guests 
pointed out to the president that there 
are about 80 amendments to the tariff 
hill pending and that anyone can get 
up and offer others. 
We told the president that there Ie 
nothing that can be done to expedite 
passage of the measure,” Watson said. 
President Hoover does not intend to 
send a message to congress about the 
tnrlff delay, according to Watson. The

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About Telephone Work 


T h e Northwestern Bell Telephone company will expend $20, 
OOO this year in local improvements consisting of placing new 
cables, removing poles from streets to alleys, etc. 
Work is now 
nearing completion in Northeast Brainerd, Southeast Brainerd 
and the South Side, where a crew of 15 men has been working 
since the first of the year. 
Changing from the old to the newr cables will naturally de­ 
velop some plant trouble and the company hopes subscribers wil 
keep this in mind and inform the company of any service diffi 
cullies so they may be taken care of promptly. 
The changes to be made on the North Side of Brainerd wil 
be started early this week. 
A matter of particular interest to local people is the reduc­ 
tion in charges made in long distance calls to stated nearby towns 
and cities. The cheaper tolls have caused ah increase in long dis­ 
tance business. 
Brainerd is a very busy center in the summer 
time when we have the resorts and cottages occupied. 
These 
visitors keep in touch with their homes and offices. 
A new Duluth circuit has been added on account of the heavy 
business with that point. In estimating tourist business in Brain­ 
erd a definite view can be gained by following the upward sweep 
in telephone business which starts June I and reaches its peak 
shortly after July 4 and then rides evenly the rest of the summer 
until Labor Day when it makes an abrupt downward curve to 
usual local conditions. 
The new hotel at lower Gull lake, the Brainerd-Pine Beach 
hotel, is to have telephone service in every room and a large 
switchboard in the lobby. 
The hotel will have full connections 
direct to Brainerd served by a direct copper toll line. 
It will be 
ready for service at I he opening of the hotel. 
One may state definitely that wherever an opening for busi­ 
ness becomes evident, the telephone company is promptly on hand 
to furnish telephone service. Before the first plane landed at the 
Rosko airport the telephone company had placed a pay station in 
the caretaker’s house at the airfield. 
Considerable long distance 
calls accumulated here as aviators and their passengers tele­ 
phoned, making arrangements for flights and asking for informa­ 
tion.

Count a Assessor System 


Installation of a county assessor system has been urged be­ 
fore the house interim committee by G. N. Bjornson, member of’ 
the state tax commission. 
Under the present system of local assessment more than 
2,800 assessors are employed which? means that many opinions are 
given in fixing the value of the property in the state, Bjornson 
said, 
figures of the assessors are approved by the local boards, 
county boards and state tax commission. 
The county assessor plan provides for one lull time man in 
each county with assistants during the rush season. 
Studying 
the varying property valuations of his county would be part of 
the assessor’s duty as well as fixing the values, Bjornson said. 
The matter has been quite freely discussed in Grow Wing 
county and letters pro and con, mostly con, have been written the 
Dispatch. 
The general objection to the new plan is that it wouh5 
be a most difficult matter for a county assessor to familiarize him­ 
self with the various conditions now so thoroughly understood and 
covered by the present local assessors. 
As one wrote from Deer- 
wood township, he has to estimate values of wild lands which do 
not have fences, in fact, not even markers. 
Mr. Bjornson well recognizes that one man cannot carry the 
harden of assessing a whole county and that assistants arc needed. 
And when you get a group of assistants you again come to the 
point that individuals have minds of their own and an assistant 
must read up on assessment laws and use his best judgment just 
as the local assessors now operating do. 
Both classes will have to 
attend schools of instruction. 
At present the state tax commission meets with the assessors 
of each county, and a representative of the commission explains 
new laws and old ones and answers questions, thus striving to 
gain uniformity in assessments in the various counties of the 
state.

The Humble F reight Train 


their passenger 
passengers, the 
R a i l w a y s spend lots of money advertising 
trains, the wonderful accommodations afforded 
fast time made between key cities, etc. 
But how often, gentle reader, have you seen a railroad adver­ 
tising its freight trains. 
Last year, according to rail statistics, 
Class I railways gained the substantial foundation of rail revenue 
from their humble freight trains toiling long distances to deliver 
goods. 
Long haul freight is a money maker and should be brought 
to the attention of the shipping world. 
Here in Brainerd special 
attention is paid to freight shipments of the Northern Pacific and 
shop workers have labored to stimulate the movement to ship by 
freight. 
A freight crew has more things to contend with than a pas­ 
senger train. 
The freight weaves in and out to give leeway to 
the passenger train. 
Only when it rises to the importance of a 
milk train or cattle or hog train does it get a lot of attention and 
open track. The freight de luxe which gets the newspaper men­ 
tion and travels a schedule which causes even a passenger train 
crew to blush is the “silk train.” 
This carries a shipment worth 
millions from the Pacific steamer of the west coast to New York 
city. 
Then, and then only, it seems to us, is the freight train 
given the attention it really deserves amt which should be spread 
over to include the train when it carries humbler things such as 
binder twine, flour, wheat, coal, farm implements, lumber, etc.

Difficult of Treatment 
In most all flocks of sheep there is 
now and then one or perhaps several 
head that do not seem to thrive eveu 
though you have given them good care 
and feed. 
Most likely stomach worms 
is the cause combined with the ills 
I hat are common in infested sheep. 
But if you have treated them with 
approved remedies and they do not 
respond favorably it is just possible 
that you have an entirely different 
parasite. 
Namely, what is called liver 
liukes. 
laver dukes are entirely dif­ 
ferent from u stomach worm. 
They 
ara a flat, brownish gray worm and 
inhabit the gall bladder and liver of 
sheep and sometimes there ore a few 
in the intestines. 
The only known 
remedy for dukes is carbon tetrachlo­ 
ride. 
it is a violent poison, but prop­ 
erly administered seldom does any 
harm. Tile usual treatment for stom­ 
ach worms does not apply for flukes, 
they require special dosing, 
lake the 
stomach worms, dukes came into corn 
belt flocks unawares, like a thief in 
the night. 
They are here and must be 
reckoned with in the future.
